But our Comfort bs that in the preſent Rate of Xfairs, , 
tot ſo'much profoundneſs of Skill, as ſincerity of Heart, not 
che great Underſtanding, but the good Will, are the moſt 
indiſpenſable Neceſſaries for His Majeſty's'Service'3' not on- 
ly in chis, but'in' moſt other' Stations and Employmients.

of England, as I my {elf was un» this very place, for this only 
cauſe, in the; late heats at the Quarter-Sefſionstor this Coun- 
ty, publickly traduced and branded, as One that did:more 
miſchief then any other Man 1n the County. But

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-- But let ſuch Worldlings and-Bigots give me leave to tell 
them, That they know not what Spirit they are of. 

The firſt of them ſeem to trace back the Practices of thoſe 
Times, 1n which it was neither ſufficient,” nor fafe, for a man 
to declare for the King, but he muſt be for the King and 
Parliament roo : till at laſt, he muſt upon his peri], diſclaim 
both King and Parliament, - Whereas in reality, Loyalty 
to the King, and Juſtice to the People, are in their very Ef- 
ſence {0 united together,thatthey are incapable of ſeparation. 

The ſecond ſort ſeem to have forgotten, or even deſert- 
ed, the ſo-much boaſted Principle of their own Church, which 
they uſe to fay, 15 not of a Perſecuting Genzzs or Spirit ; un- 
lels, peradventute 'they mean by a Diſtinction, that it is ſo 
in its Articles, but not in its Members. 

But, Gentlemen, that we: may ſpare. both theſe forts of 
Spirits,” and calm them too, I will ſay no more of either, 
but only this, That F am ſent hither to ſerve a Prince, who 
makes it His bufineſs to content both ; who to all His Sub- 
jxeats, however affe&ed, is a Mirrour of Jnftice and Clemen- 


1 <. And as I cannor ſerve, ſo neither can I pleaſe Him bet- 
] ter, then by ufing\my beſt endeavours (as by God's Grace 
| Teverſhall in what-ever comes before me) that the effects of 


theſe two God-like Attributes in Him, may be equally di- 
fiributed to all, without regard to Fear or Favour. _ 


| But becauſe I told you in the beginning of this Diſcourſe, 


that the cauſe of all theſe Jealouſies and Difaffections, was 
that great diſtraction in Opinion and Judgment, wherewith 
this Age has been divided and perplex'd, while each-one en- 
deavours to maintain and promote his own ; fometimes one 
prevailing, and fometimes another, and a}l equally labour- 
ing, if not for Power, at leaſt for Eaſe and Security. Give 
me keave._to. entertain you x little with the cauſe of: thofe Di- 
Rractions in Opinions, which are the:cauſe of theſe Dilaffe- 
ions. I hope che Remarks which ſhall make; will prove 
no niif-expence of time, either to you or ne. | 

This great and famous Kingdom of Exgltnd, being many 
Ages paſt, (as again now -at preſent) highly - bleft with 
Kings,enrich'd with a moſt ſublime Witdom,as welt as other 
Princely Vertues : The Government of it was many hundred 


yearsſirice, founded on ſuch Rocks of Prudence and: Juſtice,

as might in all humane proſpect have ſecured it unſhaken to 
the Worlds end. 

[t is that of Monarchy, which has for its pattern the Great 
Monarch of Heaven, and of all created Beings. A Monar- 
chy by Deſcent, which ſecures us from all thoſe diſmal Fx 
Qions and Wars, which commonly attends the EleRion of 
Kings, to the great weakning, and oft-times final deſtrugi. 
on of the Government and People. A Monarchy, wherein 
the King has all the Power, the Nobility all the Honour, and 
the People all the Security, which the Hearts of men truly 
Rational, can wiſh or aſpire to. | 

How often, and with what great Solemnity, hath the 
great Charter of the Subjects Liberty and Property received 
Confirmation from the glorious Anceſtors of our preſent 
Reigning Monarch? What Spot of Ground is there thres 
the whole circumference of the Earth, where the Subje& | 
lives ſo free, ſo plentiful, and fo ſecure from any ſort of Op- 
preſſion, as in this our truly fortunate I{land ? What man 
ſo low, as (not offending the Laws) to need fear his moſt 
potent Neighbour ? Again, What Nobleman ſo Great as 
to dare either by force or treachery, to attempt either upon 
the Royal Authority or Publick Peace ? _Laftly, What 
Threne ſo fix'd and unmoveable as Ours ? Since the Roy- 
al Prerogarives are fo inalienable from the Crown, that even 
the moſt ſolemn Ads of our Kings ( when found inconfi- 
ſtent with their perſonal ſafety and Government, and the 
good and ſafcty of their SubjzeQs) are of-no manner of force, 
to reſtrain the exerciſe of their Regal Power ? This ap- 
pears by the King's Declaration in the 15th of Edward 3d, 
Printed with the Statutes,and by many other taſtances which 
might be produced. | 

After ſuch Foundations laid, after ſuch regular and well- 
poliſh'F*ArchiteQure in the whole Frame of this our happy 
Government ; when, moreover, our Kings have at their Call 
the moſt Auguſt Senate in the World, whoſe Duty it 1s to 
ſtrengthen the Hands of the Soveraign, by their Counſels, . 
and the Kingdom's Treaſure, as Emergencies ariſe. How 
comes it to paſs, that we have ſeen and felt effe&ts not only 
far ſhort, but even contrary to ſuch glorious Cauſes ? topals

the matter required, and the circumſtances of the time and 
place allowed. Which left no room for pertinacy in Diſſen. 
tion, atleaſt, not any poſlibility of diſturbing the publique 
Peace. 

And' by this means Chriſtianity remained i in this Kin gdom 
unſhaken, from its firſt entry, until about the 24th year; of 
K. Herry the 8th, when that unhappy Prince, not finding 
from his Tong and chargeable Addretles to Rome, a paſlage to 
the Enjoyment of a ſecond Wife (the firſt then living) breaks 
that Power, he was not able to bend, and levels whatever 
oppoſes to his unbridled Appetite : and maugre Magna Char. 
t2, (which in the firSt place grants, that the Church of Eyy. 
lnd be free, and all her Rights and Liberties inviolable,) he 
Treaſures and Revenues, of the Church, nay, its very Foun- 
dations and Lands are no longer ſpared, than that Kings 
Profufions needed not freſh Supplies. 

To this end, by.an A in the 26 of his Reign, the King 
is declared Head of the Church of England, in Spirituals, 
and that under the. Penalty of , High Treaſon to deny it 
But this Sounding Monſtrous Novel, many of the moſt emi- 
nent for Learning and Piety, who could, not believe what 
they had never before heard,. nor pretend to believe, what 
really they did not, loſt their Lives and Fortunes, and that 
with all the outward marks of Infamy. 

The Fence being thns broken. down, whereby Unity had 
been thus long preſerved, no wonder if way was ſoon made 


for niultiplying of Opinions: For People being once per- 


ſuaded, they had been taught one untruth,and that in a point 


of ſo *great importance, as the. Headſhip of the Church in 


Spirituals; how could they forbear to doubt, whether they 


were not impoſed upon, and taught Untraths in many 0- 
thers alſo, ſince both the one and the other depended on the. 


ſame Authority ? And:to what other Oracle could they then 
poſlibly reſort for the ſolution of their Doubts, bur either 


to the mere Letter of the Scriptures, on all hands admitted. 
to'be God's Word, or elſe every man to his own lnterpre- 
eacion for himſelf ? > Since, if the Church it ſelf had been fo 


foully deceived therein, and therefore forſaken by them, cer- 
tainly no othex could pretend Authority to deliver the true 
Sence, ſo as to oblige others to the belief of it. 


But the King himſelf having lookt upon that Power as in-

Amtbority to Corre& alt Hereſies and 
Erronrs, and to exerciſe all other manner of Eicleſraſtical er F 
didion ; and that the Arcbbiſhop ops, rigs and on 
fraftical Perſons, have no nianner of Eccle ſfiaftital uriſtifim. 
{And if ſo, then they derive no-more from Chriſt, chan what 
is common to the meaneſt Mechanick.} 

By a Statute of the 35 of the ſame King, Power is given 
him to . name ſixteen $ ritual and ſixteen Temporal Per- 
ſons, whom he pleaſed, to eſtabliſh all ſuch Eccleſiaſtical 
Laws, as. he and the y thought Re 

' So Volatile and Floating was Religion in thoſe days; 
and. yet.every change, under great Penalties to be obeyed. 

And thus did this poor unfortunate Prince weary out 
himſelf in difficulties moſt inſuperable, to conſtrain by cruel 
Laws tlie Belicf of his. own tottering NoEtines, after he 
had driven his Subje&s from all refance on thoſe Eſtabliſhed 
by the Church. 

, But ſuch doings againſt Nature and Reaſon, can have no 
onger duration, than either Violence does compel, or Inte- 
reſt bribe Obedience : and therefore, notwithſtanding all 
thoſe coſtly Baits of Church-Lands, with which he had 
drawn. the, Nobility and Commons to a Compliance:; not- 
withſtanding cha, many, hideous Executions, with which he 


had terrified Diſſenters, during his life ; laſtly, norwith-

And accordingly by an A& of 'the 2 and 3/of Edward 6th, 
[reciting, That the King (who was then a Child) had appoint- 
ed certain Biſhops and Learned Men to make an Uniform Order of 
Common-Prayer” and Sacraments, which, ſays the Starute, by the 
aid of the Holy Gho$t, thty bad done : Thd very incoherent-with 
any thing done by Henry 8. who no leſs pretended ts the-fid 
of the ſame Holy Ghoſt } you have a new Anticatholie Tefi Fn- 
ated, That zf any refuſe, or uſe any other, or ſpeak contemptibly of 
this, (the Makers, it ſeems, were: very apprehenſive of-bein 
Jaught at for their pains) they ſhorld ſuffer the Deprivations, 
Forfeitures, and Impriſonments in that Af appointed. Atid this 
was further inforced by a Statute of the 5'and 6 of 'Edw. 6. 


| which obliges all to come to Charch on all Sundays and Ho- 


lidays. & 1 Ft : 

And by an-Act of the 3 and 4 of Edward 6. Cap. 11. The 
King had power to name thirty two perſons, to compile ſuch \Eccle- 
ftaſtical Laws, as he and they thonght . fit : And Cap. 12. To 
name twelye to ſettle the Form of Mgking and Conſecratihg Bi- 
ſhops and Minifters. 2) | 

The inferences from all theſe Ads, are ſo natural, obvious 
and eaſje, that I ſhall leave every man to his own Remarks on 
them. | 

Burt this again held not Jong ; for by an Act of the 1ſt of 
-Queen Mary, all that was dane before, cancernmg Religron, 
was again Repealed: and the Sangtinary Severities of this 
Queen's Reign were no leſs ineffeFual and deplorable, than 
thoſe of her Father and Brother. They were indeed delign'd 
to reſtore that Spiritual Church Authority, which, when ſub- 
mitted to, can alone prevent or heal all Diflenſions about Re- 
ligion : but they had a quite contrary effect, and: lefr thoſe 
whom they pretended to reduce, in a far greater degree of hor- 
rour and averſion from all Peace and Reconctltation, than they 


were before. |

To her ſucceeded Queen Elizabeth in the Throne, as ſj 


did her Brother in the Supremacy : For, as he, a Child, fo now 


ſhe, a Woman, ( forbidden by God's Laws, ſo much as tg 
ſpeak in the Church) aſcends the Chair, and declares her lf 
Supreme Governour of the Church of England. And by an A& 
of the 1ſt of her Reign, Power is given to ber and ber Succeſſors, 
to Reform, Corredi, and Amend all Errours, Hereſies, $ chiſms, 
and Offences.

Atter this time, ſuch an Inundation of Penal and Sanguina-

But I am the more willing to inſtance in ſome. of them, be. 
cauſe .it was ſhe that began to employ her Two-edged' Supre- 
macy, againſt all forts of Diſſenters, as well Proteſtant as Ca- 
tholick : and from her too exemplary zeal for Uniformit 
have ſprung all thoſe Penal Laws, by which either her ſelf or 
| Succeſſors, have endeavour'd to maintain the Church of Em 
land, by depreſling all others. | 
_ Twelve Pence a Sunday is a mere Trifle in the eye of a 
thougheleſs rich man, who perhaps is in no danger of - paying 
it : 'But how ſupportable to a poor Labourer, pethaps lame 
too, or blind, old, or fick, and with a Family. to maintain? 
and at laſt, for his diſſent alone, excluded from the relief even 
of a morſel of Bread from the Pariſh. | 

The Twenty Pound a Month is no great matter from men 
of large Eſtates: But how impoſlible ro be paid by him'that 
has leſs? and yet Bodfh, Lands, and Goods, * muſt all go to 
make it out, « 

The two Thirds of a Diſſenter's Lands, mwft indeed needs 
pinch cloſe even upon the greateſt ; for men of Eſtates are F- 
ducated to ſuitable Expences, and are generally under as great 
dithculties, to keep within their bounds, as thoſe of ſmaller For- 
tunes: How then can they ſubſiſt after two Thirds are lopt off ? 

But all this, th6 tending to the ruine and famiſhing, not one- 
ly of the Offender, bur of his innocent Wite, Children and Po- 
ſterity ; yet you may ay, it breaks no bones, nor extends to 
life : Bat the end 1s not yet. 

No man doubts but that a Roman Catholic is a Chriſtian, 
and alſo a Member of the True Church; (ths he as alſo every 
one is) Erroneous in the opinion of every man that differs from 
him.: Yet by a Statute of 13 Eliz.
